POLICY WILL HOLD. 


TOKIO. Oct. 27. - Japan's policy to- 


ward Korea will remain unchanged 
the assassination of Prince Ito, who 
resident general of Korea, worked out 
the olan for that kingdom's reformation.

The statement was called out by the ap- 
pearance in sensational newspapers of 
editorials demanding an Immediate ex- 
planation of relations between Korea 
and Japan. 


SILENCES ALL CLAMOR. 


The foreign office silenced this clamor 


by formally declaring that though the 
death of Prince Ito through the dastardly 
act of a Korean was the greatest loss 
which the empire could sustain, the at- 
titude of Japan toward Korea remains 
the same, as that which had been inaug- 
urated and desired by the dead states- 
man. 


There Is no reason to believe the death 


of Prince Ito will have the slightest ef- 
fect upon Japanese policies at home or 
abroad. 
On the1 contrary, his known 


wishes will be followed more closely now 
than had he lived. 


OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED. 


The doath of the prince was officially 


announced by the government today and 
it was stated also that the warship bear- 
Ing tho body would arrive at Yokosuka 
November 2, when the body will be Im- 
mediately removed to the prince's late 
residence In Toklo. 


STATE FUNERAL. 


An Imperial order directs that a state 


funeral, such as, with three exceptions, 
has never been given for other than a 
prince of thejjiood, be held on November 
4. 
As a possible honor, Prince Ito is 


advanced from junior to the first grade In 
the court rank. 


CHINA HEARS NEWS. 


PEKIN, Oct. 27.— The assassination of 


Prince Ito became known in Pekin at 
the' hour the government received the 
report of the speech which the Prince 
recently made at Darien. In his speech 
the statesman emphasized the fact that 
it was Japan's duty and intention, as 
well as the duty of the Japanese in Man- 
churia, to respect the policy of the open 
door and equal opportunity for all. 


He said the Russian and Japanese in- 


terests in Manchuria were identical, and 
moreover Manchuria 
would develop in 


keeping with the growth there of Russian 
and Japanese interests. 


The speech made a good impression 


here, where the assassination 
of tho 


Prince is regarded as having removed 
the Japanese most likely to allay exist- 
ing contentions in Mancnuria. 


MADE NO COMMENTS 


SAN 
FRANCISCO,

residents here are not Inclined to discuss 
the killing of Prince Ito or to express 
themselves upon the action of the Hono- 
lulu Korean Patriotic League In issuing 
a circular approving the assassination. 


The "New Korean," the local weekly of

prints the news of Ito's murder it makes 
no enditorial comment on the crime. 


STRENGTH TO IDEALS. 


GENOA, Oct. 27. — Marquis Hirkumi 


Ito, 
son of Prlncn Ito, declared today 


that the assassination of his father at 
Harbin yesterday would add new strength 
to Japanese ideals. 


Marquis Ito, who had spent a sleepless 


night, received a representative of the 
Associated Press In his cabin 
on 
the 


steamer Atsu Maru, on which he arrived 
last night from London. 


"I knew that father was at Darien," 


said the Marquis. "His murder was an 
act of Korean revenge. There is a. strong 
party there which detests Japanese rule 
and would be disposed rather to accept 
a Russian regime in Korea." 


RECALLS DURHAM MURDER, 


Marquis Ito recalled the murder 
of 


Durham White Stevens, the American 
advisor to the Japanese In Korea, at San 
Francisco, by Koreans In March, 1908, 
and said that Stevens was ' assassinated 
because he had supported the policy of 
Prince Ito. 


WILL NOT EFFECT KOREA. 


Marquis Ito continued: 
"I believe that the death of my father 


will add new strength to Japanese Ideals, 
but I don't think that It will have other 
consequences so far as Korea Is con- 
cerned, as he had no official position In 
that country." 


Notwithstanding his bereavement 
the 


son. who Is a vice-grandmaster of cere- 
monies at the court of Toklo, will con- 
tinue his journey to Paris and accomplish 
the mission on which he has been sent. 
This mission Is the purchase of jewels 
for the trousseau of the imperial prin- 
cess.

Bonds and Annexation. 


The opening gun of Oakland's contingent in 


the annexation campaign was fired last night at a 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, and tonight 
thf progress 
and prosperity committee of the 


Chamber will hold a meeting to organize a cam- 
paign committee for the water front improvement 
and new city hall bond election to be held Novem- 
ber 15, the day before the annexation election will 
be held. Both campaigns will be vigorously car- 
ried on henceforth until it comes time for the peo- 
ple to cast their ballots. 
The success of both 


measures is of vital importance to the future wel- 
fare of all of the communities on this side of the 
bay. On the adoption of these measures depends 
primarily the completion of Oakland harbor so 
that it can full}- meet the growing demands of 
commerce and the opening of a new era of pros- 
perity under one harmonious consolidated govern- 
ment which will inure to the mutual benefit of 
the several communities concerned in the results 
of the elections. The campaign of education which 
has been carried on for many months past in the 
outside communities established in the territory 
to be annexed has been so effective and popular 
sentiment within the city proper is so unanimous 
on the bonding propositions and the annexation 
question that there is not the slightest reason to 
doubt a favorable result to both elections. 


An Annexation Object Lesson. 


Los Angeles has just added ten square miles 


more to its territory, Including Colcgrove, East 
Hollywood, Arlington Heights, Wilshire district, 
West Adams district, West Jefferson district, Vic- 
toria Park and other sections just outside the city 
limits, containing a population of about 10,000. 
It is, moreover, planning to annex the neighboring 
town of Hollywood, .which has a population of be- 
tween three and four thousand. When the pueblo 
was incorporated in 1850, under the laws of Cali- 
fornia, it started its municipal career with only 
four square miles of territory and a population 
of only a few thousand, chiefly Mexicans and 
Indians. In 1856, through a rearrangement of its 
boundaries, its area expanded to a trifle over thirty- 
four square miles; but up to 1872, when the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company obtained a 
subsidized franchise and nghts-of-way, embracing 
twenty acres of land at the north end of the city 
and a gift of the city and county's interests in the 


Hill's Chronic Pessimism. 


While James J. Hill has demonstrated great 


genius as a railroad builder, developing the Great 
Northern system from'a shoestring, and has dis- 
played corresponding executive capacity in 'the 
management of the system and in the building up 
of its business and the settlement and development 
of the resources of the territory tributary to it, he 
is, notwithstanding, pretty much of a pessimist and 
calamity monger. And although his career has 
been one of marvelous success, which would make 
everything bright and sunny and hopeful in the 
eyes of most men, Hill scarcely ever says anything 
intended to be read by the public that is not as- 
sociated with some gloomy suggestion and fore- 
boding of evil, feven in an address delivered at 
the Dry Farming Congress which opened at Bil- 
lings, Mont., yesterday, Hill had to indulge his 
penchant, as is illustrated in the following extract: 


"If we increase our population as it has in- 


creased, or even at a lower ratio, in 1950 we will 
have over 200,000,000 of people. Now, where will 
they go and what will they do? I have full con- 
fidence that our country today, with not to exceed 
thirty people to the square mile, can support, and 
support well, 150, or five times our present popula- 
tion, and then we would not be crowded. We need 
not be afraid that we cannot take care of these 
people, but my anxiety is how they will be taught. 
Will they wait until an empty stomach and abso- 
lute hunger drive them to do right, or will they 
take it up like intelligent men and follow a line 
that will lead them to success?" 


The venerable railroad magnate should not 


allow himself to be overwrought with anxiety con- 
cerning the conditions under which the American 
nation will exist a half century hence. 
By that 


time he will be resting peacefully with his fathers. 
Every generation is confronted by special problems 
and it usually finds a solution for them, and, as a 
rule, these problems are as much as any one gen- 
eration can fairly handle or cares to consider. If, 
as Mr. Hill says, the country is capable of sup- 
porting five times its present population without 
crowding, there is no ground for worriment over 
what the nation's condition will be with only double 
its present population. The great duty that the 
present generation owes those to follow lies" in the 
conservation of the country's natural resources. 
This generation has no right to ruthlessly waste 
or destroy the gifts which Nature has lavished upon 
it and leave nothing but a desolate waste as a

head of Wilmington slough, were annexed, which 
brought up the area under its municipal jurisdic- 
tion to seventy-seven square miles. Through' the 
absorption this year of San Pedro, Wilmington and 
the small settlements on the northwest, already 
named, the area within the city's boundaries com- 
prises about ninety-five square miles. Xow the city 
that had a population under 10,000 thirty-seven 
years ago, claims o\er 325,000 inhabitants at the 
present time, and with tributarv territorv 
the 


county an assessed property valuation greater than 
that of San Francisco. 


Practically Los Angeles has achieved this 


extraordinary growth within a period of thirteen 
or fourteen years. The process by which it has 
been attained have been more active during the 
past two years than at any previous period. Where 
and when territorial absorption by it will stop 
nobody can foresee. There is apparently no limit 
to its ambition. Its history and development fur- 
nish an object lesson which Oakland and its sub- 
urbs should take seriously to heart at the present 
time and profit by it. \Ye are not laboring under 
any of the handicaps the southern city and the 
suburbs which it has annexed had to overcome; 
nor were the benefits to be derived through an- 
nexation to either Los Angeles or the territory it 
absorbed at all clear when the process of absorp- 
tion began. .Xow the benefits arc as clear as sun- 
shine to every one and all districts concerned have 
shaied in them. Moreover, it is safe to say that 
not a foot of the territory which has been from 
time to time annexed by Los Angeles would now 
secede if the opportunity were given it. In the 
case of Oakland and its suburbs the prospective 
benefits to be mutually derived from annexation 
ire, however, clearly in evidence before hand. 


Despite all of the precautions taken by the 


police authorities on both sides of the bay, the 
light-fingered gentry reaped a big harvest during 
Portola week. 


The greatness of the crops of 1909 in the United 


States is beginning to be shown in the exports. 
Those of last month exceeded the exports of Sep- 
tember, 1908, by $14,500,000. A gain is shown in 
most of the products of the country except wheat, 
which shows a reduction of $6,000,000 in the value 
of exports. 
The wheats-owing capacity of the 


country and domestic consumption are rapidly 
reaching a parity and the probabilities are that in 


generation of 1950 will have no trouble in solving 
any problem which may confront it arisi'ng from 
any increase of population. At all events we can- 
not hope to solve the unknown questions which 
the next forty years will raise and it would be 
folly to attempt it. 


Notwithstanding the enormous watering of its 


stock, the Pullman Car Company managed to wrig- 
gle through the year ending July 31 and show at 
the close that its net earnings were equal to one- 
third of its gross earnings of $33,801,155, 
Any 


corporation that can show net earnings at the close 
of a business year aggregating $10,948,201, is far 
from "going broke." These earnings were equal 
to a. fraction less than 11 per cent on the watered 
stock of the corporation. After paying a dividend 
of 8 per cent to the stockholders it managed to add 
nearly $3,000,000 to its surplus, raising that to 
within $5000 of $10,000,000. Such evidence of ex- 
traordinary prosperity ought to have the effect of 
reducing Pullman rates to the traveling public, but 
it would be vain to entertain such a hope. 


A whole lot of fuss was raised about the

Electric Power 


For Railroads 


In the annual report Just Issued by 


President Harahan of the Illmois Central 
£m,rS-a<Vt ,'s asserted fat the practica- 
bility of electrical operation of freight 
terminals is questionable. Yet there is 
much competent .testimony on the other 
side, n glneers of the New York Cen- 
tral and the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford lines, for example, declare that 
both economy and efficiency are on the 
side of electrical operation. 


When the New York. New Haven & 


Hartford railroad began to give effective, 
attention to the operation of trains by 
electricity, about fourteen years ago. It 
used this new motive power on one of 
its suburban branches. Since then it has 
applied electricity to a large part of 
Its lines. Its announced Intention Is to 
electrify Its entire system between New 
York and Boston. 


Long ago electric operation for pas- 


senger trains went beyond the stage of 
experiment, both for suburban and In- 
terurban hauls and for yard switching, 
which, according to one of the New 
Haven road's engineers, 1* done by elec- 
tric engines in half the time formerly 
required by steam locomotives.

tills progressive road has arranged to 
secure an electric locomotive designed to 
draw a heavy freight train at the rato 
of thirty-five miles an hour.

BY DR. NELSON. 


The operation Is one of the most dif- 


ficult known to surgery, and was per- 
ormed at the North American Hos 
jltal Association of this city, by Dr. 
Arthur B. Nelson, assisted by Dr. A. H. 
White, less than a week ago, only as a 


resort. Riley, who fell between the 


wheels of a milk wagon he was driving 
three months ago, has been 
suffering 


•xcruclating pain from a compound frac- 
.ure. 
On the advice of several phjslclans it 


was decided to amputate the wounded 
member, In the belief that It would be 
impossible to save it. 
After a serious 


consultation the grafting of the . dogs 
bone was decided on as a lost resort 
and was undertaken by Dr. Nelson, large- 
ly as an experiment. 


FROM DOG'S LEG. 


Several days were spent in selecting 
dog sufficiently healthy and of thi 


proper size, and a few minutes befon 
the critical operation, the animal was 
put under an anesthetic, a two-inch piece 


if bone cut about midway below the join 
of his hind leg and transferred to the 
fractured 
human joint with lightning- 


like rapidity. 
The foreign matter was firmly wedged 


into Rlley's limb by means of splints, 
and it Is the hope and belief of the sur- 
geons that within a few weeks the sep- 
arate parts will knit together forming a 
normal whole. That the injured member 
the 
will never be quite as strong 
other Is only to be expected, but Dr. 
Nelson asserts that the difference will 
be so slight as not to Interfere In any- 
way with average pursuits 


IMPROVES RAPIDLY. 


Following the successful termination of 


the operation the dog, which was kept 
alive during the process of transferring 
the bone, was put to death without re- 
covering from the effect of the anesthe-
